STARVING BY HUNDREDS. 


F earful Suffering in E n glan d -T w o Hue* 
dred Thousand Persons in London Una­ 
ble to Obtain W ork, Many D ying from 
H unger and Cold. 
London, Jan. 
1*3. — The rigorous 
weather continues and the distress 
among the working classes, caused by 
seven weeks of frost and snow, has as­ 
sumed terrible proportions. In London 
alone it is believed there are nearly 
300,000 men \% ithout work, and every 
city 
in 
the 
kingdom 
reports 
a proportionate number. 
Most 
of 
the local authorities have lamentably 
failed iu their duty toward the suffer­ 
ing poor, and private charity, although 
given everywhere in generous measure, 
has proved sadly inadequate owing to 
the tremendous magnitude of the evil. 
The Socialist agitators never had more 
promising material for their purposes, 
and they are 
seeking to utilize it 
to the fullest extent. The Government 
has received information which proves 
that agitators have for weeks past been 
busily engaged among til*.* poor people 
inciting them to violence. 
Starving 
men are told of abundance, w ealth and 
abounding luxury in the West End, and 
are urged to seize forcibly that which 
they will never obtain by quiescent 
suffering. 
Saturday afternoon the alarm reached 
police headquarters that a mob was 
marching upon Northumberland ave­ 
nue and Pall Mall with the avowed in­ 
tention of looting the big hotels and 
the aristocratic clubs.

loose and doing what harm they can to 
settlers before the main band has a 
chance to reach the agency. 
About 
thirty Indians reached here Sunday 
morning. 
The hucks were disarmed 
just beyond Dougherty's and Camp­ 
bell’s camp. Of the thirty who came in 
a part were Brules. They have been 
separated from the Ogalallas, but it is 
hard to tell now which branch of the 
Skmx is most vicious. 
The main body of reds has moved one 
mile. They are camped once more aud 
a present of a wagon load of tobacco 
under a policy of peace will probably 
keep them there until it is used up. 
In 
the meantime the young bucks are go­ 
ing on raids and burning every house 
that they come across. 
General Brooke has closed in to a 
point occupied Saturday by the Indians. 
Ile is now within one mile of the hos­ 
tiles, and were it not for the fact that 
the raiders strike to the southwest and 
east Brooke’s command would have its 
hands full. The reds are using every 
excuse to avoid hurrying to the agency. 
A biting sand-storm is in progress, 
and the troops on the outposts are suf­ 
fering terribly. The old guard has had 
but one night in l»ed. 
Their usual fa­ 
tigue duty in the shape of throwing up 
redoubts is l>eing performed by musi­ 
cians, 
who 
are 
usually 
exempt. 
The 
official 
bulletin 
from 
head­ 
quarters states 
that 
the 
military 
is 
fully 
strong 
enough 
to 
cope 
with the forces that are coming in. 
Captain Pierce, who relieves Royer, 
arrived at noon Sunday and took imme­ 
diate charge. The friendlies say they 
like the change because the man in 
charge has a life-time position 
and 
will not

Royer, 
it 
is 
said, has received notice not to return 
here, as he intended doing. 
That the school of this agency was 
in danger of both treachery and assault 
Is borne out by the escape Saturday 
night of seven girl inmate^. They were 
induced to leave by their relatives and 
friends, who have for some time hung 
about the school grounds. 
Superin­ 
tendent Wheeler has secured Ameriean 
Horse to aid him in catching the run­ 
aways. 
B ism a r c k . N. D., Jan. 1*2.—Governor 
Burke has received a number of tele 
grams from citizens of Bottineau, Dev 
il’s Lake. Willow City and other places 
in the northern part of 
the State 
urgently appealing for arms and amuni- 
tion as a means of protection against the 
Indians. It seems that the movements of 
several small bands 
in the 
Turtle 
mountains and vicinity have greatljr 
alarmed the settlers. 
The ghost dance 
is in progress in that region and the 
Indians appear to be concentrating in 
the Turtle mountains on both sides of 
the Canadian 
line. 
They are well 
armed and are frightening the inhabit 
ants who are flocking into the vil­ 
lages. Governor Burke has sent an 
agent to the scene with 2,000 rounds of 
ammunition and has telegraphed the 
War Department for 1,000 stand of 
arms. The Adjutant-General has been 
notified to have the militia of the State, 
numbering about 500 men. in readiness 
to move at a moment's notice 
D e i.o r a in e , Man., Jan. 1*2.—A report 
reached this point at noon that a fight 
had occurred early Sunday morning be­ 
tween the Canadian mounted police* 
and the Turtle Mountain Indians at 
Fish lake, on the boundary line be­ 
tween Dakota and Manitoba. One po­ 
liceman and three Indians are said to 
have been killed. 
There were only ten 
or twelve of the officers, who are ex­ 
pected here with details of the skir­ 
mish. Thirty mounted policemen are 
on their way to the reservation from 
Brandon and are expected to reach 
there this morning. 
They oan not, 
however, cope with the savages, who 
number about 400 bucks. 
W in n ip e g , Man., J a n . 1*2.—Alarm has 
been spread in the southern part of the 
province by the report brought to 
Deloraine that the Indians have left the 
Turtle Mountain reservation south of 
the boundary and gone on the war­ 
path, plundering settlers and killing 
cattle. Forty families in North Dakota 
have taken refuge in Bottineau and 
more are coming in in great alarm. 
Deloraine people are greatly troubled, 
fearing that the Indians will go north 
and plunder Southern Manitoba. 


Bt . L o u is, January 12.— [SpecialI.— 
With the smoking revolver with whieh 
be bed killed bis wife still clutched in 
hie bend, Frank F. Mitchell fell deed 
early this morning. The tragedy wee 
enacted in the eppertments in which the 
couple bed been living.

L o n d o n, Jan. ll.—The British gov­ 
ernment now has about ten miles of 
railway started in Ireland, and several 
thousand persons are employed at from 
twelve to thirteen shillings per week.

Thayer w*ent home Saturday night, the 
first time since Wednesday night, while 
Governor Boyd went to Omaha Satur­ 
day afternoon. The militia has recog­ 
nized Governor Boyd, and at command 
of_Victor Vifquain, his new Adjutant- 
General, they moved out of the capitol 
building. 


Once H e W as » Kuaaian G eneral. 
K a n s a s Cit y , Mo., Jan. 1*2.—Nicholas 
Brokovitchski shot himself here. He 
died instantly. Thirty years ago Brok­ 
ovitchski w as a General in the Russian 
army. 
He fell in love with a Jewess 
and he slipped away and married her. 
It was soon discovered and the General 
was deposed and put upon trial under 
some pretense. 
Ile was found guilty 
and sentenced to Siberia. 
Just as he 
n ich ed the frontier he escaped and 
sailed to this country.

When the Farmers’ Alliance met a 
month ago at Ooala, T. V; Powderlj 
went down there to capture it. 
Several 
of his lieutenants had preceded him and 
had done their best to workup sentiment 
among the farmers tor a third party 
whiob should consist of the Alliance, the 
Knights of Labor and other secret or­ 
ganizations of laboring men. 
Somehow the scheme did not work 
quite as well aa was expected. Powderly

Alliance men were shy. They did not 
trust him. They remembered that “fine 
words butter no parsnips.” S d it came 
abont that the third party call was no 
acted upon by the Alliance officially, or 
even precented to it for official action 
and it3 promoters were obliged to be 
content with getting the signatures of as 
many individual members as the conic 
seoure. 
The call that was circulated at Ooala 
named February 23 1891, as the date for 
bolding a "people’s party” convention 
and Ciaoinnnati as the place. The K of 
L. leaders, however, found their quest 
so unsuccessful that they gave up the idea 
cf oaptuiing the farmers in mass this 
year. The call issued last week by £G.M 
W. Powderly was for a "labor confer­ 
ence.” No delegatee from the Faimers 
Alliance will be there as Alliance dele­ 
gates. 
Therefore, notwithstanding Powderly’s 
annonnoement that this "is not intended 
to be a Knight of Labor gathering,” the 
coming conference will be little or noth­ 
ing else, and will doubtless receive the 
amount of attention its unimportance 
deserves.

Brooklyn, Jan. l l .—The following 
powerful sermon, addressed to non- 
churchgoers, was delivered by Dr. Tal­ 
mage this morning in the Academy of 
Music, this city, and again in the even­ 
ing at the New York Academy of Music, 
where services are still being held un­ 
der the auspices of The Christian Her­ 
ald. 
At the latter service the new 
choir of two hundred voices most ef­ 
fectively led the musical exercises. 
Dr. Talmage’s text was John X, 16: 
‘ Other sheep I have which are not of 
this fold.” 
There is no monopoly in religion. 
The grace of God is not a nice little 
property fenced off all for ourselves. It 
is not a king's pari*, at which we look 
through a barred gateway, wishing we 
might go in and pluck the flowers and 
look at the deer and the statuary. 
It is 
a father’s orchard, and there are bars to 
let down and gates to swing open. 
In my boyhood days, next to the 
country schoolhouse where I went, 
there was an apple orchard of great 
luxuriance, owned by a very lame man 
who did not gather the apples, and 
they went to waste by scores of bushels. 
Sometimes the lads of the school, in 
the sinfulness of a nature inherited 
from our first parents, who fell through 
the same temptation, would climb over 
the fence and take some of these ap­ 
ples, and notwithstanding the fact that 
there was a surplus, and all going to 
waste, the owner of that orchard, reck­ 
less of making his lameness worse, 
would take after these lads and shout, 
“Boys, drop those apples or I'll set the 
dog on you!” 
Now there are Christians who have 
severe guard over the Church of God. 
They have a rough and unsympathetic 
way of treating outsiders. 
It is a great 
orchard into which God would Uke to 
have all the people come and take 
the richest and the ripest fruit, and the 
more they take the better he Ukes it. 
But there are those who stand with a 
hard and severe nature guarding the 
Church of God, and all the time afraid 
that some will get these apples when 
they really ought not to have them. 
Have you any idea that because you 
were baptized at eight months of age, 
and because you have all your life been 
surrounded by hallowed influences, you 
have a right to one whole side of the 
Lord’s table, spreading yourself out so 
nobody else can sit there? You will 
have to haul in your elbows, for there 
will come a great multitude to sit at 
the table and on both sides of you. 
You are not going to have this monop­ 
oly of religion. 
“Other sheep I have 
which are not of this fold.” 
McDonald, the Scotchman, has on 
the Scotch hills a great flock of sheep. 
McDonald has four or five thousand 
head of sheep. 
Some are browsing in 
the heather, some are on the hills, some 
, are in the valleys, a few are in the 
yard. 
One day Cameron comes over 
to McDonald and says: “McDonald, 
you have thirty sheep. 
I have been 
counting them.” 
“O h.no!” says Mc­ 
Donald. 
“I have four or five thou­ 
sand.” 
“Ah!” says Cameron, “you 
are mistaken. 
I have just counted 
them. There are thirty.” “Why,” says 
McDonald, “do you suppose that is all 
tho sheep I have? I have sheep on the 
distant hills and in the valleys, ranging 
and roaming everywhere. Other sheep 
have I which are not of this fold.” 
So Christ comes. 
Here is a group of 
Christians, and there is a group of 
Christians; here is a Methodist fold, 
here is a Presbyterian fold, here is a 
Baptist fold, here is a Lutheran fold, 
and we make our annual statistics, and 
we think we can tell you just how 
many Christians there are in the world, 
how many there are in the church, 
how many in all these denominations. 
We aggregate them, and we think we 
are giving an intelligent and an ac­ 
curate account; but Christ comes and 
he says: ‘‘Io u have not counted them 
right. 
There are those whom you have 
never seen, those. of whom you have 
never heard. 
I have my children in 
all parts of the earth, on all the islands 
of the sea, on all the continents, in all 
the mountains and in all the valleys. 
Do you think that these few sheep you 
have counted arc all the sheep I have? 
There is a great multitude that no man 
can number. 
Other sheep have I 
which are not of this fold.” 
Christ in my text talks of the con­ 
version of the Gentiles as confidently 
as though they had already been con­ 
verted. 
Ile sets forth the idea that 
his people will come from all parts of 
the earth, from all ages, from all 
circumstances, 
from 
all conditions. 
“Other sheep have I which are not of 
this fold. ” 
In the first place I remark the 
Heavenly Shepherd will find many of 
his sheep among those who are at 
present non-churchgoers. 
There are 
different kinds of churches. 
Some­ 
times you will find a church made up 
only of Christians. 
Everything seems 
finished. 
The church reminds you ol 
those skeleton plants from which by 
chemical preparation all the greenness 
and the verdure have been taken, and 
they are cold and white and delicate 
and beautiful and finished. 
All that is 
wanted is a glass case put over them. 
The minister on the Sabbath has only 
to take an ostrich feather and brush 
off tile dust that has accumulated in 
tile last six days of business, and then 
they are as sold and beautiful and del­ 
icate as before. 
Everything is finished 
—finished sermons, finished music, fin­ 
ished architecture, finished everything. 
Another ehnreli is like an armory, 
the sound of J: ilia and life calling 
more recruits to the Lord's army. 
We 
say to the applicants, “Come 'in and 
get your equipment. 
Here is the bath 
in which you are to be cleansed, here 
is the helmet you are to put on your 
head, here are the sandals you are to 
put on your feet, here is the breast­ 
plate you are to put over your heart 
here is the sword you are to take in 
your right hand and fight his battle 
with, 
twilit yourselves like men.” 
There are those here, perhaps, who 
say, “It is now ten, fifteen years since 
I was in the habit, the regular habit, of 
church going.’’ I know all about your 
case. 
I am going to tell you something 
that will be startling at the first, and 
that is that yon are going to become 
the Lord’s sheep. “Oh, ” yon say, ‘ ‘that 
is impossible; you don’t know my case; 
yon don t know how far I am from any­ 
thing of that kind.” I know all about 
your case. 
I have been up and down 
the ..world. 
I know why some of you 


do not attend upon Christian services. 
I go further, and make another an­ 
nouncement in regard to you, and that 
is, you are not only to become the 
Lorena sheep, but you are going to be­ 
come the Lord's sheep this hour. 
God 
is going to call you graciously by his 
spirit; you are going to come into the 
fold of Christ. 
This sermon* shall not 
be so much for those who are Chris­ 
tians. 
I have preached to them hun­ 
dreds and thousands of times. 
The 
sermon that I preach now is going 
to be chiefly for those who con­ 
sider themselves outsiders, but who 
may happen to be in the house, and 
the chief employment of the Christian 
people here today will be to pray for 
those who are not accustomed to at­ 
tend upon Christian sanctuaries. 
When the steamer Atlantic went to 
pieces on Mars Rock why did that 
brave minister of the gospel, of whom 
we have all read, go out in tho lifeboat? 
Wily did he not stay and look after the 
passengers that got ashore, wrapping 
flannels around them, and kindling 
fires for them, and preparing thorn 
food. 
There was plenty of work to be 
done on shore for those who had a1 
ready escaped. 
Ah! that brave m aul 
knew that there were others who would 
take care of those, and so lie said: 
“Man the lifeboat! Pull away, my 
lads, pull away! 
Yonder is a man; 
there is a woman freezing in tho rig­ 
ging. 
Pull away!” 
I see the oar 
blades bend in the strong pull of the 
oarsmen. 
Then they come up to the 
wreck. 
The woman is frozen. 
She 
drops into the wave—alas! poor wom­ 
an—mid washes out to sea. 
But then 
Mr. Ancient says: “There is a man yet 
hanging to the rigging. 
Pull away, 
my lads! pull away! 
They conic up, 
and he says: “Hold now there five 
minutes arid we will save you. Steady! 
steady! 
Now give me your hand. 
Leap! 
Thank God, 
he is saved! 
Thank God, he is saved!” 
So there are men now in the break- 
crs. 
They have made a shipwreck of 
life. While we come out to save them, 
some are swept off—swept off before 
we can reach them—and there are 
others still hanging on. 
Steady there 
among the slippery places! 
Steady! 
loup into this lifeboat! 
Now is your 
chance for heaven! This hour some of 
you are going to bo saved. 
Far away 
from God, you are going to be brought 
nigh. 
“Other sheep have I which are 
not of this fold. ” 
Christ says that ministers of the gos­ 
pel are to be fishers for men. 
Now, 
when I go flsliing I do not want to fish 
in anybody else’s pond. I do not want 
to go along Hohokus creek, where there 
are ten or fifteen men fishing, and drop 
my line just about where they are drop­ 
ping their lines. I should like to get in 
a Newfoundland fishing smack and 
push out to sea fifty miles beyond the 
breakers. 
I do not think the Church 
of God gams a great deal when you 
take sheep from one fold and put them 
in another fold. 
It is the lost sheep on 
the mountains you want to bring back 
—the lost sheep on the mountains. And 
they are coming today. 
You are now this hour in the tide of 
Christian influences. 
You are going to 
be swept in; your voice is going to be 
heard in prayer; you are going to be 
consecrated to God; you are going to 
live a life of usefulness, and your death­ 
bed is going to be surrounded by Chris­ 
tian sympathizers, and devout men 
will carry you to your burial when 
your work is done, and these words 
will be chiseled for your epitaph: 
“Precious in the sight of the Lord is 
the death of his saints. ” And all that 
history is going to begin today. “ Other 
sheep have I which are not of this 
fold.” 
Again I remark, the Heavenly Shep­ 
herd is going to find many of his sheep 
among those who are now rejecters of 
Christianity. 
I do not know how you 
came to reject Christianity. 
I do not 
know whether it was through hearing 
Theodore Parker preach, or whether it 
was reading Renan’s “Life of Jesus,” 
or whether it was tlirough some skeptic 
in the store or factory. Or it may be— 
probably is the case—that you were 
disgusted with religion and disgusted 
with Christianity because some man 
who professed to be a Christian de­ 
frauded you, and he being a member 
of the church, and you taking him as a 
representative of the Christian religion, 
you said, “Well, if that’s religion, 
don’t want any of it.” 
I do not know how you came to re­ 
ject Christianity, but you frankly tell 
me you do reject it; you do not think 
the Bible is the word of God, although 
there are many things in it you admire; 
you do not think that Christ was 
divine being, although you think he 
was a very good man. 
You say, 
the Bible be true—the most of the 
Bible be true—I nevertheless think the 
earlier part of the Bible is an allegory. 
And there are fifty things that I believe 
you do not believe. 
Nevertheless they 
tell me in regard to you that you are 
an accommodating, you are an obliging 
person. 
If I should come to you and 
ask of you a favor you would grant it 
if it were possible. 
It would be a joy 
for you to grant me a favor. 
If any of 
your friends carne to you and wanted 
an accommodation and you could ac­ 
commodate them, how glad you would 
be! 
Now I am going to ask of you a 


I do not ask you to take the advice of 
clergymen.

These men never preached—they 
never pretended to preach—but they 
come out, and putting down, o h o his 
telescope, and another the electrician’s 
wire, and another the parliamentary 
scroll—they come out, and they com­ 
mend Christ as a comfort to all the peo­ 
ple, a Christ that the world needs. 
Now I do not ask you to take the ad­ 
vice of clergymen. 
Take the advice of 
these laymen. 
It does not make any 
difference to me at this juncture what 
you have said against the Bible; it 
does not make any difference to me at 
this juncture how you may have cari­ 
catured religion. 
Take the advice of 
men who are prominent in secular af­ 
fairs, as these men whom I have men­ 
tioned and others who immediately oc­ 
cur to your mind. 
You see I do not 
scoff at skepticism. 
I never scoffed at 
skepticism. 
I have been a natural 
skeptic. 
I do not know what the first 
word was that I uttered after entering 
tho world, but I think it must have 
been “why?” 
There were times when I doubted the 
existence of God, when I doubted the 
divinity of Christ, when I doubted the 
immortality of the soul, when I doubted 
my own existence, when I doubted 
everything. 
I have been through the 
whole curriculum of doubt, and you can 
tell me nothing new about it. 
I have 
come out from a great Sahara desert 
into the calm, warm, sunshiny land of 
the gospel. 
I know about tho other 
land. 
I have been there. 
You can 
tell me nothing new about it. 
And I 
know all about the other condition of 
which you do not know anything—the 
peace, the comfort, the joy, the triumph 
of trusting in God and in Jesus Christ 
whom he has sent. 
So I ani not scoff­ 
ing in regard to it. 
There are some things I believe that 
you do not, but there are some tilings 
that I believe and you do believe. You 
believe in love—a father's love, a 
mother’s love, a wife’s love, a child’s 
love. 
Now let me tell you God loves 
you more than all of them together, 
and you must come in, you will come 
in. Christ looks in all tenderness, with 
the infinite tenderness of the gospel, 
into your soul, and he says, “This is 
your time for heaven,” and then he 
waves liis hand to tile people of God, 
and he says, “Other sheep have I 
which lire not of this fold.” 
Again I remark, the Heavenly Shep­ 
herd is going to get many of his sheep 
among those who have been of evil 
habit. 
It outrages me to see how soon Chris­ 
tian people give up the prodigal. 
I 
hear Christian peoplo talk as though 
they thought the grace of God were a 
chain of forty or fifty links, and when 
they had run out then (here was notli 
big to touch the depth of a man's in­ 
iquity. 
lf a man were out hunting for 
deer, and got off the track of the doer, 
ho would hunt amid the bushes and tile 
brakes longer for tho lost game than he 
would look for a lost soul. 
They say if a rn un has had tho de­ 
lirium tremens twine ho cannot be cured. 
They say if a woman has fallen from 
integrity she cannot be redeemed. 
All 
of which is an infinite slander on the 
gospel of the Son of God. 
Men who 
say that know nothing about practical 
religion in their own hearts. How many 
times will God take back a man who 
has fallen? Well, I cannot give you 
the exact figures, but I can tell you at 
what point he certainly will take him 
back. Four hundred and ninety times 
Why do I say four hundred and ninety 
times ? Because tho Bible says seventy 
times seven. 
Now figure that out, you who do not 
think a man can fall four times, eight 
times, ten times, twenty times, one 
hundred times, four hundred times, and 
yet be saved. 
Four hundred and nine 
ty times! Why, there is a great multi 
tude before the throne of God who 
plunged into all the depths of iniquity 
There were no sins they did not com 
init; but they were washed of body and 
washed of mind and washed of soul 
and they are before tho throne of God 
now forever happy. 
I say that to en 
courage any man who feels there Is no 
chance for him.
